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AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY OBJECTIVES AND DOMESTIC WILL 


ANNCR: SECRETARY OF STATE HENRY KISSINGER APPEARED ON CAPITOL 
HILL TUESDAY TO DISCUSS AMERICA'S LONG RANGE FOREIGN POLICY 
OBJECTIVES. VOA NE''S ANALYST EDWARD CONLEY HAS THESE - 
OBSERVATIONS: 

VOICE: DOCTOR KISSINGER OUTLINED THE FOREIGN POLICY GOALS THE 
UNITED STATES MUST SEEK IN ITS ROLE AS A “fORLD LEADER -- A BALANCED 
RELATIONSHIP WITH THE SOVIET UNION, CONTINUED UNITY OF THE WESTERN 
INDUSTRIALIZED NATIONS, IMPROVED RELATIONS BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND 
DEVELOPING NATIONS, BUT DOCTOR KISSINGER SAIN THERE MUST BE A 
DETERMINATION TO ACHIEVE THOSE GOALS. 

THE SECRETARY OF STATE ACKNOWLEDGED THAT THE VIETNAM ERA HAD 
PROMPTED DEVISIVENESS AT HOME CONCERNING AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY 
AND NE!) IDEAS CONCERNING WHO SHOULD CONTROL IT. BUT HE ALSO 
POINTED OUT THAT THE DOUBTS WHICH ACCOMPANIED VIETNAM SHOULD NOW 
BE PUT ASIDE IN FAVOR OF UNITY. 

AMERICA'S ONE TIME CLEAR NUCLEAR SUPERIORITY HAS NOW BECOME ONE 
OF RELATIVE EQUILIBRIUM WITH THAT OF THE SOVIET UNION. AND, THE 
UNITED STATES AS LEADER OF THE FREE WORLD FINDS ITSELF IN NEED 
OF CO-EXISTENCE WITH THE COMMUNIST SUPERPOWER, HE EXPLAINED THE 
ADMINISTRATION'S POLICY OF DEALING WITH MOSCOW -- RESISTING SOVIET 
EXPANSIONISM AND ALSO SEEKING REDUCTION OF TENSIONS, PARTICULARLY 
THROUGH ARMS REDUCTIONS. BUT DOCTOR KISSINGER ALSO SAID AMERICA 
CANNOT AFFORD TO SWING RECKLESSLY SETWEEt CALLS FOR ABDICATION 
AND CONFRONTATION, Ot, HE ASKED, CAN THE ALLIANCE OF WESTERN 
INDUSTRIAL NATIONS == THE CORNERSTOHNE OF AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY =~ 
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REMAIN IN PLACE WITHOUT A STEADY INTERNATIONAL STANCE WHICH AMERICANS 
SUPPORT, ADVERSARIES RESPECT, AND ALLIES BELIEVE? 

SECRETARY KISSINGER, OUTLINED WHAT FUTURE AMERICAN FOREIGN 
POLICY SHOULD BE, HE CALLED FOR CONTINUED EFFORTS TOWARD A NEW 
AND RELIABLE RELATIONSHIP WIT THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF CHINA. 

HE SAID IT IS IN THE INTEREST OF ALL MAJOR POWERS TO SEEK STABILITY 
IN ASIA, OR. KISSINGER SAID THE UNITED STATES MUST BUILD ON THE 
TRADITION OF COGPERATION BETWEEN ITSELF AND THE NATIONS OF LATIN 
AMERICA, AMERICAN POLICY TOWARD AFRICA HE SAID, IS DIRECTED AT 
ALLOWING THE AFRICAN PEOPLE TO CHOOSE THEIR OWN COURSE, THROUGH 
SELF DETERMINATION, MAJORITY RULE IN RHODESIA AND NAMIBIA IS THE 
UNEQUIVOCAL COMMITMENT OF THE UNITED STATES. REGARDING THE NORTH- 
SOUTH DIALOGUE ON DISPOSITION! OF WORLD RESOURCES, AMERICA STANDS 
READY TO COOPERATE. AS DOCTOR KISSINGER NOTED: "IF WE ARE MET 

IN A CONSTRUCTIVE SPIRIT, WE'LL RESPOND." 

THE SECRETARY OF STATE'S PROAD OUTLINE OF AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY 
OBJECTIVES HELD NO NEW DIRECTIONS. IT'S THE ADMINISTRATION'S 
FORMULA FOR PEACE OFTEN STATED BEFORE AND SHOULD BE REASSURING 
TO THE WORLD COMMUNITY. WHAT DOCTOR KISSINGER'S REMARKS AMOUNTED 
TO IMSTEAD \AS ANOTHER RENINDER TO THE PEOPLE OF AMERICA THAT THEY 
CANNOT PERMIT THEMSELVES TO BECOME EMBROILED IN A HAPHAZARD APPROACH 
TO WORLD ISSUES, IT IS NO’! TINE TO REBUILD A CONSENSUS BETWEEN 
THE ADMINISTRATION, COHGRESS AND THE AMERICAN PEOPLE, SAID SECRETARY 
KISSINGER, "AHERICANS MUST CONE TOGETHER", HE CONCLUDED, "BECAUSE 
THE WORLD NEEDS US."
